PAUL GOES TO ANTIOCH

The ev il th at men do liv es aft­ 
er them as well as the g ood they 
hav e done. Ev en when a man 
ha« been conv erted, the sins of 
his 
ig norance 
and 
blindness 
thou g h they may be forg iv en are 
not altog ether wiped ou t in the 
seriou sness 
of 
their 
conse­ 
qu ences and resu lts. 
So, thou g h Pau l had been 
sav ed from the error of his per­ 
secu ting zeal and 
had 
been 
brou g ht into the lig ht of the 
tru th of the relig ion of lov e and 
g race, the effects of the perse­ 
cu tion th at he and others had 
ex ercised ag ainst the Christians 
went on. 
One of these effects — a v al­ 
u able thing in the lig ht of 
Christian 
history — was 
the 
scattering 
of 
the 
Christians 
from Jeru salem. Some of these 
early Christians came to Anti­ 
och and it was here, we are told, 
th at the followers of Jesu s were 
first called “Christians.” 


This Antioch was the capital 
of Sy ria. It was situ ated on the 
riv er Orontes, 20 miles from the 
sea and abou t 300 miles north 
of Jeru salem. This city is to be 
disting u ished from another An­ 
tioch — Antioch in Pisidia — 
which also appears in the life 
of Pau l. 
These two Antiochs were the 
most proqiinent of 16 cities of 
the same name throu g hou t the 
then known world. They had 
been fou nded by Greek mon- 
archs and thu s named in their 
honor. 
The emerg ence of Christianity 
in the Sy rian Antioch is sy mbol­ 
ic of the natu re and place of 
Christianity in the world. Sit­ 
u ated on the g reat lines of trade 
between east and west, Antioch 
was a capital of g reat prosper­ 
ity and splendor. 
Its colonnaded streets stretch­ 
ed for miles, and its pu blic mon­ 
u ments and bu ilding s were con­ 
spicu ou s as the su rv iv als of an 
ag e of ou tward g lory .

Bu t the life of the city was fu ll 
of corru ption and the licen­ 
tiou sness of its inhabitants was 


so mu ch a by word in the an­ 
cient world 
th at when 
men 
wou ld point to the moral deg ra­ 
dation of Rome, they were ac­ 
cu stomed to say th at “the Oron­ 
tes had ov erflown the Tiber.” 
It seems necessary to g rasp so 
mu ch in the setting if we wou ld 
u nderstand the place th at Anti­ 
och occu pied in Pau l’s relig iou s 
life 
and 
missiQnary 
jou qiies. 
This capital of licentiou s liv ing 
became, also, the new capital of 
a world mov ement of Vitalizing 
power. 
. Here in Antioch distinctiv e 
conqu ests of the Christian faith 
were beg u n as certain Greeks or 
Gentiles responded to Christian 
teaching . 
The report of this 
came to the Chu rch at Jeru sa­ 
lem, and Barnabas was sent as 
a messeng er and cou nselor to 
encou rag e* those who had ac­ 
cepted the new faith. 
* * * ♦ 
We do not know a g reat deal 
concerning Barnabas, bu t what 
we do know marks him as a man 
of distinctiv e and v ery noble 
character. The record here is 
that “he was a g ood man, fu ll 


of the Holy Spirit and of fait.” 
He had prov en th at by a dev o­ 
tion in v /hich he had consecrat­ 
ed all his wealth and property to 
the common'g ood of the Chris­ 
tian Chu rch. 
Barnabas was among the first 
cou rag eou sly 
to 
accept 
Pau l 
when the erstwhile persecu tor 
had professed conv ersion to the 
Christian way . The Christians 
at Jeru salem natu rally feared 
and distru sted this m an whom 
they had known as chief among 
their foes. Bu t Barnabas had 
v ou ched for the reality of his 
chang e of heart; and now Bar­ 
nabas g oes in qu est of Pau l and, 
finding him at Tarsu s, bring s 
him to Antioch. 
The 
Christians in 
Antioch, 
hearing of the distress of their 
fellow Christians in Jeru salem, 
contribu ted liberally to their re­ 
lief, sending their g ifts throu g h 
Barnabas and Paid, who went 
to Jeru salem. The men retu rned 
shortly to Antioch ready to be­ 
g in their first notable mission­ 
ary jou rney , in which we shall 
find them well lau nched in the 
nex t lesson.
